HURLED AT SHEER 
CLIFF AT HHSIEN 


Terrific Battle Raging 
For Key City; Witness 
Tells of Bloody Havoc | 


(Special to “Telegraph’) 


Headquarters 30th Division, Apr. 21. 
This is the story of the battle for the front door of 
Thsien as I saw it from dawn to dark from the foot of 
a mountain ‘only 600 yards from the Japanese lines. 
While the Chinese troops were swinging from the east 
towards the mountain which overlooks Ihsien, a key city 
of Anhwei, I went into the centre line where three divi- 
sions under General Sun Lien-chung, were’ grappling to 
throttle and hold the main road'blocked by the emergence 
of Japanese tanks. ° ‘ . 
Actually four hills guard the entrance to Ihsien. 
The Chinese hold three, but the Japanese retain the most 
important, and a Chinese division is pressing around the 
base to take them in the rear.

the Welhsien-Taierchwang highway 
and the 14th Division moved south=

Reinforced by the 14th Division, 
the Japanese troops at Yhsien and 
Tsunchwang have broken through the 
Chinese cordon, They attempted to 
advance southward along the railway 
but were halted 
Hungwawu, south-cast of Ihsien. 

The Japanese tactics, the authoritics 
stated, are apparently to establish a 
line between the west bank of the Yi 
River and the Linctieng-Tsaochwang 
Railway. But as heavy Chinese re- 
inforcements are concentrated along 
thls IIne, the Japanese are not ex- 
pected to succeed in their attempt

Explains China: 
Policy Fixed 


Tokyo, Apr. 21. 

An emphatic dental of the rumours 
of a rift within the Cabinet, and a 
re-nM™rmation ‘of his Intention to fo 
ahead as announced through the 
Chief Secretary of the Cabinet a few 
days ao, wns made by the Prime 
Minister, Prince Konoye, who attend- 
ed at his office for the first time to- 
day ainee April 1. 

Prince Konoye, who hns been con- 
fined. to his private residence since 
April 2 on sxecount of Indisposition, 
was permitted by his physiclan to 
Ieave his bed yesterday, and accom- 
panied by his wife and private 
secretary he took a walk in the 
garden for about an hour, swinging 
a golf club for exercise. 

At 11.15 am. to-day the Premier 
attended his office where he faced a 
barrage of questlons by newspnpcr- 
men. 

The Premicr sald that he had been 
confined to his home with the worst 
cold he had suffered in the past five 
yenrs. His absence from his dutics 
had no other significance, 

It 1s no wonder, the Premier add- 
ed, that various rumours, such os 
thnt of the Cabinet change or 
political unrest, should have started, 
since Japan js confronted with a 
reat tssue, namely the "China 
incident." : 5 

In this connection the Premicr 
reminded his audience of the de- 
claration made by the Imperinl 
Government on January 17, in which 
it was announced that Japan refused 
to have any further dealings with 
the Chiang Kai-shek administration, 

The current situation, he continued, 
would appear to be a deadlock, but 
getually the reverse was the case, 
as would be demonstrated in the 
near future, 

Japanese military operations, he 
added, were being worked out “most 
cautiously", E 

Prince Konoye sald that he had 
“nothing in mind” regarding o fresh 
move in London, but he expressed 
the opinion that “a change in the 
situation in China will Jnduce a 
change .in the attitude of Britain, 
which is a realistic country.” 

Japan, he said,, had only to go 
ahead with her Oxed policy towards 
China. The Premier denied the 
rumour of o Cabinet split) on the 
China issue. 

Jupan, he said, would recognise 
the new regime in China when the 
new Peiping and Nanking Govern- 
ments were amalgamated, following 
restoration of through traffle on the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, but the 
exact date had not yet been decided 
upon. 

Prince Konoye declared that he 
had no Intention of reconstructing o 
full Cabinet, though the Minister of 
Public Welfare would be chosen. 
Marquis Kido holds this post at 
present, concurrently with = the 
Education portfolio, 

The Premier said that he would 
welcome a new strong party if one 
could be organised, but he saw no 
good in mere amalgamation, of the 
existing partics, 

* is health, he added; would ‘not

He. thought that the Home 
‘Minister, Admiral Suctsugu, would 
likewise hesitate to take such a part

Sir,—It will probably be regarded 
by the majority of British residents 
In Hongkong os regrettable that the 
Nazi representative should have in- 
troduced here the highly ' con- 
troversial subject of the German at- 
titude towards Czecho-Slovalca, 

We: are left in no doubt of. the 
German view from home papers, 
wireless reports and other methods 
of disseminating news, without any 
necessity for local additlons to these 
methods. oats 

In Hongkong we ore supposed to 
be strictly neutral os regards the 
Sino-Japanese clash; we are not and 
cannot be neutral in the matter. of 
German actions in Europe, As Mr, 
Chamberlain has clearly stated, the 
form of government adopted by any 
power is solely that power's business: 
‘The actlon and the results of that 
power's form of government js, how- 
ever, the business of everybody who 
ja kely to be affected. In that 
respect obviously we British expect 
to be particularly favoured by 
Germany's future attentions, or we 
should not be spending such vast 
sums on preparation to ward off and 
nullify these antickpated but un- 
wanted attentions. 

As another point of view on the 

subject of the “oppressed”, ‘Ul- 
treated’ und “persecuted” German 
citizens of Czccho-Slovakia, the fol- 
lowing extract from the Spectator of 
April 1 Is interesting—the Spectator 
being noted for its brond-minded 
and liberal treatment of all dis- 
cussions, After stating that the 
legitimate grievances of the Sudeten- 
deutsch must be rectifled, by the 
establishment of o liberal and just 
regime, as plainly stated by Mr. 
Chamberlain in his speech after 
Germany had so successfully out- 
‘raged the independence of Austria, 
the Spectator continues: — 
. “But let us understood what 
liberality and justice in this case 
Involve, and not wilfully close our. 
eyes to the inherent difficultics of 
the situation. 

“The Sudetendeutsch, as it fs, 
enjoy not only far greuter individual 
freedom than any other German 
minorities in Europe but far greater 
freedom than any. Germans in Ger- 
many. If asking what ls reasonable, 
and their claim would certainly be 
approved in this country. 

“But if the demand is for a local 
autonomy which places the Sudeten- 
deutsch in effective control of some 
hundreds of miles of the frontier 
separating Czecho-Slovakin from a 
Germany whlch has just given 
spectacular evidence of what its 
respect for international frontiers 
umounts to, then the difficulties of 
the situation become obvious. 

“If, morcover, a plebiscite is ad- 
vocated, as it js in some quarters In 
this country, let there be some 
realisation of the conditions in which 
it would be carried out, All pos- 
sibility of a fair plebiscite hns, in 
fact, been shattered by Herr Hitler 
himself. Austria has been a con- 
vincing object-lesson.” 

The Spectator concludes the article

What is imperishable fame 
nd Napoleon’s fame was cer- 
tain whichever way the battle 
went—weighed in the scales 
against twenty years, a year, & 
month, another day? Which of 
us, unless he is in, unbearable 
physical agony, would leave the 


world one instant sooner for any 


reward whatsoever? ; 

Heroes, I think, are not moved 
to the deeds which make them 
heroes by the prospect of re- 
nown present or posthumous; 
were they so moved the deeds 
would not be done. 


Now take: the case of 
Master Betty the boy- 
actor who was known as the 
Young Roscius. This Infant 
Phenomenon, who was born at 
Shrewsbury in 1791, made his 
firlt stage appearance in Belfast 


at the age of cleven. 
“Atonce he leaped into fame as 


a great tragic actor, for indeed 
he was able to sustain the 
heaviest tragic roles, 

The’ time was admittedly in 
the boy's ‘favour, Garrick had 
been dead some twenty years 
and the great Kean was not to 
make his appearance in London 
for another twelve. 

Still there were some good 
actors about, and there must 
have been something in the boy, 
gince in those days the playhouse 
was the repair of all the -wits. 
Master Betty pleased these 
mightily and for five years earn- 
ed from fifty ‘to seventy-five 
uineas a night 
In 1805 the House (of Com- 
mons adjourned to witfess Mas- 
ter Betty’s Hamlet. 

At the age of thirty-three this 
young. gentleman retired, after 
which, having amassed a for- 
tune, he lived in total obscurity 
and perfect content for, if you 
please, a whole half-century. 

He died three years before I 
was born, and I once spoke to 


somebody who knew Master | 


Betty in his old age and did not 
at the time realise that he had 
ever had any connection with 
the stage. “Is anybody going to 
begrudge the. old gentleman 
those fifty years? 

On the other hand, I am one 
of those who have always re- 
gretted that the Kaiser, when 
he saw that the game was up, 
did not go over the top single- 
handed, if possible on a white 
horse, and drawing 4 sabre. 
This gesture would have shown 
the world that the Boche Em-

POWERFUL CRUISER 
ARRIVES. ON HL.K. 
STATION TO-MORROW 


H.M.S, Birmingham, the first cruiser in the world to 
be especially equipped to combat air raiders, will arrive 
in Hongkong at 9-0’clock to-morrow morning. 

“ This £1,250,000 warship, which. was launched by 
Lady Chamberlain on September 1, 1936, is said to be 
the last word in cruiser construction. She carries greater 
anti-aircaft armament .than any other cruiser in ‘the 
world, and is one of six Southampton class ships built in 
1936-37 in reply, to the Japanese Mogami type. ; 

Birmingham carries amain armament of twelve 
6-inch guns mounted in four triple turrets. Anti-aircraft 
armament consists of eight 4-inch high-altitude anti- 
aircraft guns, two’sets of multi-barrelled pom-pom guns 
and a number of multiple machine-guns. 


Cupable of 32 knots, the crulser 
carries three amphiblan alrcraft. Onc 
of these is stowed on the launching 
catapult and the other two-are housed

MOURNED 


Noted Poet And Naval 
Historian 


London, Apri} 21. 

The newepapers print tributes to 
Sir Henry Newbolt, poct, professor of 
Uterature, and official naval historian 
of tho Grent War, who has died, 
oged 75.—~Britis Wireless. 

Sir Henry John Newbolt, poet and 
historian of the Navy, was born in 
June, 1862, at Bilston, Staffordshire, 
of which his father was vicar. 
Educated at Clifton College and Cor- 
pus Christi College, Oxford, where 
he took a first in classics, Sir Henry 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 
Inn In 1887, His inclinations were, 
however, towards. Hterature and, 
although he practised ox a barrister 
until 1897, .a great part of- hig time 
was devoted to iitlting. . H 

In_1802 he published “Taken from 
the Enemy” and three years later the 
tragedy “Mordred”, but it was nat 
until “Admirals aly, x volume of 
stirring verse on naval themes, made 
its appearance In 1897 that his work 
attracted attention. The book was 
so successful that he decided to drop 
the law entirely for Mterature, 

In 1900 he founded the Monthly 
Review and for four years edited 
It. He aleo wrote “The faland. Race”, 
“Stories from Frolasart",’ “Tho Sati- 
ing of the Longships", “Songs of the 
Sea," “The Yonr of Trafalgar", “Songs 
of Memory ‘and Hope", “Songs of 
the Fleet" ond many other compdsl- 
tlons which « shawed his passionate 
love of the. sea ahd his ability.-to 
express if with poetic charm. . |

For Key City; Witness

“This is the story-of the 


battle for the front door of 


Thsien as I saw it from dawn to dark from the foot of 
a mountain only 500 yards from -the Japanese lines. 
While the Chinese troops were swinging from the east,

of Anhwei, I went into the centre line where three divi- 
sions under General Sun: Lien-chung, were grappling to 
throttle and hold the main road blocked by the emergence 


of Japanese tanks. 


Actually four hills guard the entrance to Ihsien. 
The Chinese hold three, but the Japanese retain the most 


important, and a Chinese division is pressing around the . 


base to take them in the rear. ©. 


During the continuous — wild 
artillery bombardment the Japanese 
hurled shells from behind this 
mountain and into the, lines of the 
Chinese west, ecnst and south, 
swinging ‘thelr guns suddenly and 
pounding the near-by villages. In 


the village at the foot of the hill: 


where I sheltered the Chinese knoclk- 
ed holes in the walls of the mud 
houses and sat down behind their 
machine-guns. 


On the main hill, held by the 
Japanese, the Chinese occupy ao 
temple ruin, and only 100 yards 
above the Japanese are entrenched 
behind stoneworks with a sheer rock 
face below them. The angle !s too 
steep for Chinese guns to reach 


them. 


Night Attack Attempted 


In the night the Chinese attempted 
to scale this cliff face. The Japun- 
ese dropped bombs nmong them and 
then swept them with machine-gun 
fire. The dead and wounded lic at 
the foot of the mountain and no-onc 
dares approuch them in daylight. 
Only at night the wounded can be 
removed. : 

The Chinese are still in a strong 
position, but 5,000 Japanese rein- 
forcements have started to attack

Reinforced by the 14th Division, 
the Jnpanese troops at Ihsien ‘and 
Tsaochwang have broken through the 
Chinese cordon.

from the United States. There 
can be no doubt but that the 
collaboration of these two great 
commercial systems, repre- 
sented by the British and Ameri- 
can democracies, can show the 
world the easiest way out of the 
present economic morass.

No. What is imperishable fame 
—am Napoleon’s fame was cer- 
tain whichever way the battle 
went—weighed in the' scales 
against twenty years, a year, a 
month, another day? Which of 


us, unless he is in unbearable 


physical agony, would leave the 
world one instant sooner for any 
reward . whatsoever? 

Heroes, I think, are not moved 
to the deeds which make them 
heroes by the prospect of re- 
nown present or posthumous; 
were they so moved the deeds 
would not be done. 


Now take the case of 

Master Betty the boy- 
actor who was known as the 
Young Roscius. ‘This Infant 
Phenomenon, who was born at 
Shrewsbury in 1791, made his 
first stage appearance in Belfast 
at the age of eleven. . 

At once he leaped into fame as_ 
was able to sustain the 
heaviest tragic roles. ' 

The. time was admittedly in 
the boy’s favour. Garrick had 
been’ dead some twenty years 
and the great Kean was not to 
make his appearance in London 
for another twelve. 

Still there were some good 
actors about, and there must 
have been something in the boy, 
since in those days the playhouse 
was the repair of all the wits. 
Master Betty pleased these 
mightily and for five years earn- 
ed from fifty to. seventy-five 
guineas a night! , 

In 1805 the House of Com- 
mons adjourned to witness Mas- 
ter Betty's Hamlet. 

At the age of thirty-three this 


young gentleman retired, after ° 
which, having amassed a fore . 


tune, he lived in total obscurity 
and perfect content for, if you 
please, a whole half-century. 

He diced three years before I 
was born, and‘I once spoke to 
somebody who knew Master 
Betty in his old age and did not 
at the time realise that he had 
ever had any connection with 
the stage. Is anybody going to 
begrudge the old gentleman 
those fifty years? 

On the other hand, I am one 
of those who have always re- 
grotted that the Kaiser, when 
he saw that the game was up, 
did not go -over the' top’ single- 
handed, if possible on a white 
horse, and .drawing .a sabre.

The warmth that ac- 
companies sunlight breeds germs 
while the light Is Killing them, Sun- 
light Is confined to the outdoors, and 
so js useless for factory and shop 
sanitation, Some ultra-violet lamps 
kill germs, but also emit heat, and so 
are t{mpractical for use in refrigera- 
tors, They make meats rancid, 
They require too much electric 
power to opernte economically and 
the quartz envelopes necessary to 
pass the ultra-violet = radiation are 
expensive,
